Regarding the interns - 

Having just returned from CSTE and OutbreakNet and being involved in discussion after discussion about data collection 
and extensive questionnaires it became clear that what they want is every case of salmonella, STEC and listeria to be 
interviewed with an extended questionnaire. There is actually a workgroup that is feverishly working on a standard one 
right now. With nearly 1400 cases of salm/STEC/Listeria annually and estimating an average of 3 hours to find the case 
and administer an extended questionnaire my math came out to 4200 hours. 4 interns x 20 hours x 52 will give us that. I 
am certainly open to paying less per hour but we must figure in the temp fee. Some interviews could take less time but 
some could take longer. The LBOHs cannot or will not take this on. This also does not factor in the controls for the 
outbreaks that we are involved in. If we get this grant we would no longer be able to beg off participating fully in the case 
control studies. I think the intern route gives us the most flexibility especially since this is only for 2 years. The BID epi will 
be busy dealing with all the other bullets that is in the epi requirements section and dealing with the coordination aspects 
of this grant. If we find the interns are not fully utilized with case investigations they can also be shared with FPP to help 
them with their activities.
